traffic than is our Central bridge. 
The fact that it is within the city 


limits docs not lessen its value as a link in the state highway from .^New 
Hampshire lo the sea. 


It is understood that a movement is on foot to have a bill introduced 


in the legislature in January to authorize this city to borrow $7uO,OOQ 
outside the debt limit, for a new Central bridge of the steel girder type 
encased in concrete. 
If the county were to pay part of the expense, 


a concrete arch bridge might be constructed and this would serve all the. 
needs of public traffic and would be a vast source of public convenience 
not only for this cily but for the streams of traffic continually passing 
np and down the jrerrimack valley.

George W. Coffin of New Haven as re- 
ceiver, is authority for the statement 
that the directors of the bank never 
knew of the Institution's responsibility 
for these securities and likewise were 
In ignorance of the holes that have 
cropped up to date. 


Persons with Liberty bonds brought 


them to the bank and almost Invari- 
ably asked for Mr. Gllpatrlc himself 
to take thorn over, so great was their 
confidence In him personally. Although 
records of such funds wars kept by the 
bank, with entries made by the official 
receiving the securities, 
examination 


of tile books has shown that Sir. Gil- 
patr* In most Instances failed to note 
the receipt that he gave In behalf of 
the hank, and diverted the securities 
to his own credit. 


Tiie directors could know nothing of 


the practice, it was pointed out, and 
similarly the national bank examiners 
on Ihelr periodical visits had no means 
of checking the existence of the bank's 
responsibility for such securities.which 
d l d n o t appear anywhere on its booki.

In a col on- 
a clod excresencR at the 
northeastern 


lorner of the temple, a trained crew 
of .'10 men dig1 earn f u l l y into the soil 
that lias been left undisturbed for over 
600 years. 


There is a tense, almost reverent er- 


pectancy in each thrust of tho spado, 
for aomewhere fn this crumbling cap- 
ital of the vanished Jtzaos, lie burled 
the last records of the greatest Ameri- 
can race. 


And any clod of upturned earth may. 


fling Its challenge to history! 


But the Carnegie scientists are not 


lost in a maze of potentialities. Nor 
are they depending upon chance dis- 
covery for a solution to the age-old 
May"a mystery. In their search for a 
key 
to 
the 
hieroglyphs, they have 


divided the city into units. A mass or 
archaeological material will bo gath- 
ered for Intensive study 
from

They are following a simple trail to

Dr. Sylvan us Gr is wold Morley, "di- 


rector bf tho Ctirnegto work, inclines 
towards the market theory. "Tho in- 
dustrious and extremely artistic popu- 
lation of Chichen-It7a," he explains, 
"must have had some place for the 
exchange of products. Logically, such 
a phi co would he of large proportions 
and be located near the heart of the 
city." 


TIio enormous structure occupies an 


area of 20 acres and is built upon a 
"macadam" platform averaging seven 
feet in height. This is 15 feet higher 
than the forest level, since the city 
itself rests upon *n artificial base of 
equal elevation. Rows 
of 
limestones 


column* cover the entire-platform. Al- 
though the earth conceals many ot 
them almost up to their capitals, hun- 
dreds still range in height from six 
to nine feet above the surface. Their 
average diameter 
la about two and 


one-half feet. 


The central court present* a scene 


of terrible devastation. 
As though 


pushed over in fury 
by

slant 


hand, most of the columns have fallen 
towards the center. Their position In 
brokuii heaps suggests sudden diHastor,- 
unkntnvn in other ruins of Yqcatan.

of a Thousand Columns" at about 62U, 
A. D., only a few years before it was1 
destroyed. 


To the enst pf tho structure, is a 


deep depression known as a "dead 
cenote." Thin seemingly artificial cav- 
ity servos an tho receptacle for tha 
excavated material. In tho umlormln- 
!ng of the limestone surface—tho pro- 
cess which formed tho sacrificial well 
and the other hupre water-pits of Yu- 
catan—its crust has not yet collapsed 
to the.depth of the subterranean river. 


Eventually, the baffling stretch o£ 


masonry will be transformed Into a. 
stono_forf,3t. Skilled artisans follow hi 
the wnko of the excavators to repair 
and replace the fallen column*. The 
name plan of reconstruction \vill be 
carried out in all of tho 'excavated 
buildings. 


And when American archaeology has 


completed ito labors, Chichen-Itza will 
reflect some of Its ancient splendor.

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THE CENTRAL BRIDGE PROBLEM 


Relative to the need oi' a new Central bridge nnd the .mcnns of pro- 


viding a structure (hat will meet all the needs of public (ralfic up nnd 
down tha Mcrrimack valley, the question arises as to whether the county 
should bear part of (lie cost. 


If a new bridge be built, it should be such as would be a source 


of pride lo the city and that would adequately meet all the needs of 
public (.rnfTic for f h n next, century. 
H is very evident, however, Hint 


if this city .should have to bear the entire cost of the new bridge, the 
desire to limit 
f l i p expenditure would be likely to prevent us 
from 


linvin;; the type of bridge that would sfand all tests and meet nil 
requirements of traffic for ages to come. 


Why should 
not 
(he county in such n case come to the aid of 


the oily in order to guarantee a first clnss bridge that will form an 
enduring link in the state highway from Now Hampshire to the ocean? 


At iii-Kent, it appears thai Hie stnlo highway stops at Virst street 


and on Hie westerly side of the city starts on Princeton street, at 
Livingston avenue. 
In the .smaller municipalities, the county or state 


highways are rurrii'd through, but in the cities, they usually stop at 
tho boundary.linos. 


There arc exceptions, however, even in bridges across the Jlerri- 


mnrk rivor. 
Thus ilic Tyngsboro bridge is a county bridge nnd so we 


believe is the Groveland bridge nnd that at Newbnryport is part of 
the .state highway. 


An act of the legislature would be necessary to authorize the 


county to share in the expense of the new bridge and with our influ- 
ential representation in the general court, it would seem thiit the matter 
might be carried through without difficulty. 
Rep. Corbctt believes that 


in view of Ilic importance of the Ceutral bridge as a. connecting link 
in the highway traversing (lie Alerriumck valley, the county might well 
bear part of the expense of building a new Central bridge. 
Moreover it 


appears that the counties have in several notable instances, shared 
the expense of bridges that are not a whit more essential to general 
traffic than is our Central bridge. 
The fact that it is within the city 


limits does not lessen its value as a link in the state highway from New 
Hampshire lo the sea. 


It is understood that a movement is on foot to have a bill introduced 


in the legislature in January to authorize this city to borrow $750,000 
outside the debt limit for a new Central bridge of the steel girder type 
encased in concrete. 
If the county were to pay part of the expense, 


a. concrete arch bridge might be constructed nnd this would serve all the 
needs of public trnfTic nnd would be a vast source of public convenience
